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X have boon disturbed at the thought of the readers of the 
Report volume having to wade through pages stuffed with footnotes. 
In checking the ratio of footnotes in the drafts of the chapters 
and appendices which seem to be close to finished form, I have 
noted . that the number per typed paga is sometimes as high as 11 
or 12 and rarely below 5 or 6* This means that whole chapters in 
the pointed volume wilt average as many as 20 footnotes per page 
since the reduction from typad pages to printed pages will bo two * 
or two and a half to one. Even if the contents of the footnotes . 
ore brief* a substantial portion of each page will havo to be 
devoted to the footnotes. X would like to urge once more that tine 
footnotes be placed at the end of the volume* This would not only 
make the reader happy* it would mean a saving in printing time 
and money. ••vVV,;.- ■ : . 
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
